MORE MEMBERS FOR THE WEST 


But Not Enough to Shift Balance of 
Power From the 
East 


Ottawa.—According to figures ob- 
tainable at the bureau of census and 
Statistics those who have b:en figur- 
ing out a marked shifting of parlia- 
mentary power to the west from the 
east in thé redistribution which will 
follow the next decennial census may 
be considerably astray in their calcu- 
lations. ‘ 

While the census proper is enumer- 
ated only once in ten years, there is 
a careful check on population from 
year to year, and of late an annual 
estimate, As is well known, Quebec 
furnishes the unit of representation. 
It has a fixed representation of 63 
which determines the basis of repre- 
sentation. 

On March 31, according to the of- 
ficial estimate, the popu.ation of Que. 
bec was 2,154,000, as compared with 
1,648,898 when the census was taken in 
1901. On the basis of this total the 
unit of representation at the end of 
March was~ 33,139. Applying this to 


prairie provinces in March 31, Mani- 
toba would today be ent.tle| to fifteen 
instead of ten members, Saskatchewan 
to eleven instend of ten, aud Alberta 
to ten instead of seven. 

The estimated popu.ation of Canada 
on March 31, was 7,489,781. Next June

Longleat, which is said to be the 
first well built house in the kingdom,

mansion was Queen Elisabeth, and the 
story runs that the owner was not 
very anxious for his sovereign to see 
his home, as she might ask him 
where he obtained the money to build 
so stately a~house. Sir John Thynne, 
who was knighted after the battle of 
Pinkie, was a factotum of the Protec. 
tor Somerset, and it is said that he 
built Longleat from designs prepared 
by his fallen master for a house of his 
own.

*.Christianised Indians-—Surely 
They Know a Few Thtngs 
About Indians 


The following is a resolution 
passed unanimously bythe House of 
Bishops and the House Delegates al 
at the recent Provincial Synod of 
Anglican Church held at Prinee 
Albert: 

“That this Synod desires to ex- 
press its entire disapproval of the 
growing custom of organizing In- 
dian shows as a draw-card in 
connection with Provincial and 
other fairs, and of exportation of 
Indians for show purposes to other 
countries, believing the same to be 
demoralizing to the Indian, and 
therefore a serious hindrence to the 
goodwork both of the church and 
the Indian department; and that 
the Indian Department be mem 
orialized to take such steps as may 
be possible to suppress such shows 
for the future.’’ 

As the sphere of work reprosent- 
od at this synod covered the whole 
of what was known aa Manitoba 
and the great North-West, includ- 
ing the vast country surrounding 
Hudson’s Bay, and had to do with 
over seventeen thousand Christian 
Indians in communion with the 
Anglician church, the above reso- 
lution should be of considerable 
weight in coming to a decision in 
connection with this much debated 
question,

A few weeks ago Sir Henry Pellatt.

at the Q.0.R. reunion and pageant. 
More recently the honor was con- 
ferred on Count de Lesseps, the dar- 
ing French aviator. 

Apart from the picturesqueness of 
the ceremony it is one that by reason 
of its associations that makes it an 
honor comparable to the decorations 
of European countries, 


ly, and among their honorary chief- 
tains are men in the list of whose 
names no man neéd be ashamed to 
find himself enrolled. 

It may not be generally known that 
His Majesty King George V. is en- 
titled to wear the buckskin coat, the 
moccasins, and the flowing plumes of 
an Indian chief. At the Council of 
the Six Nations of Indians at Brant 
ford, Ontario, about a year ago, a 
letter was read from King George, 
then Prince of Wales, acknowledging 
the receipt of an address appointing 
him one of the war chiefs of the Mo- 
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city was named Hrantio 

Many years later Mr. 
was commissioned by the British 
Government to go to Canada and 
erect there a monument in honor of 
Thayendanegea and the tribes of 
Mohawks, Seneca, Onondoga, Tus- 
caroro, Oneida, and Cayuga, repre- 
senting the Six Nations. As Thayen- 
danegea was chief of the Six Nations 
when the American Colonies threw off 


the English yoke, it was thought | 


proper that he should occupy the 
place of honor on the summit of the 
monument.

of the Six Nations Indians were so 
pleased with it that they there and

Nations are just as loyal to the Brit- 
ish cause and British institutions as 
their forefathers were in the past, 
and that they are just as willing to 
take up arms in defence of the British 
Empire as their forefathers were. I 
have no doubt that should the occa- 
sion arise for the British Crown to 
demand similar services from the 
Nations in the future, they would not 
fail to maintain worthily the glorious 
traditions bequeathed to them by 
their ancestors.” 

Our late monarch, King Edward, 
was raised to the honor of chieftain- 
ship of the redskins when he was 
Prince of Wales. His Majesty's In- 
dian name was almost unpronounce- 
able, but in English it signified ‘‘Son 
of the Great White Mother.” An- 
other royal Indian chief, who can 
carry unquestioned in any part of the 
world both tomahawk and scalping- 
knife, is the Duke of Connaught. 

Perhaps the most famous Mohawk 
war chief among the ‘‘palefaces’’ is 
Mr. Percy Wood, the well-known 
Saulptor. As head of the Turtle Clan 
of the Upper Mohawks he bears the 
title of Rah-rih-wa-pas-du, which, 
transluted, means ~ “The Lasting 
One.” Mr. Wood was raised to this 
honor through a monument. In the 
days when the whites and the red- 
skins were about to go to war for the 
possession of land which the redskins 
considered their property, a Mohawk 
chief, culled Thayendanegea, forded 
the Grand River at great risk, and 
the city which grew up on the border- 
land of the Indian reservation which 
he hud saved’ by his courage was 
named in his honor. The short name 
for Thayendanegea is Brant, and the 
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Conventions at Victoria.
